LABOR'S REVOLUTION 


Progress of the Movement at Va- 


rioua Potato. 


WAR i WORKMEN IINIIHG THEIR WAY. 


Victories Gained at Various Pointi, and 


Little Fear of Trouble Pelt in an/ 


Quarter—The Strike Fever 


Spreading. 


Every Body Striking. 


CHICAGO, May 2.—Every thing has 


been qmiet this afternoon and evening 
on the "Black Road." The striking 
molders have made no effort to procure 
a meeting with their employers, and 
the latter are in absolute ignorance of 
what is demanded. Tho bulk of tha 
men, also, do not seem to know their 
own mind, and say that they struck be- 
cause ordered by their leaders to do so. 
The whole affair has the appearance of 
being a simple case of strike fever. 
The authorities apprehend no further 
disturbance, but the neighborhood is 
well patroled by officers, and any in- 
cipient outbreak will be speedily re- 
pressed. 
So far the strike has not 


caused a cessation of work in tho other 
departments of McCormack's Reaper- 
works. 


The men employed at the Goodwillie 


Box-factory struck for eight hours this 
morning. 
At noon their demands were 


acceded to and they returned to work. 


The men at the Cooper Lumber Com- 


pany's yards were also victorious. Tha 
firm agreed to grant the eight-hour day, 
and the men went to work at noon. 


Four hundred men employed at Den- 


man & Durka'b furniture factory struck 
to-day for eight hours. 


Seven hundred men employed at the 


Chicago Cottage Organ Company are 
also affected by the strike fever and re- 
fuse to work unless granted the eight- 
hour day. 


Trouble is brewing in the lumber 


yards, and the prospect is that unless 
granted the eight hours and more pay 
the lumber shovers—several thousand 
men—will quit work. 
If these men 


strike it will shut down work in most 
of tho yards and tie up all the south- 
eastern lumber trade. The union wait- 
ers are also threatening strike unless 
certain demands are complied with. 


The Strike Situation in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, May Z.—The 
carpenters' 


strike is still on, and the situation re- 
mains exactly the some as when the 
arbitration committees were appointed. 
At 
the meeting this afternoon the 


bosses conceded eight hours, but when 
it came to granting forty cents an hour 
there was a hitch, as there was also on 
the apprentice questions. 
While dis- 


cussing tho latter question, the subject 
of the ability of tho New Bosses' Asso< 
ciation to employ enough men to justify 
the carpenters in completing the nego- 
tiations wag brought up. Tho carpen« 
ters insisted that tho bosses furnish a 
guarantee to employ 5,000 men within 
thirty dayi. To this tho bosses ob- 
jected. The umpires decided in favor 
of the strikers, limiting tho number, it 
is understood, is 4,000 men. The car- 
penters protfisted, and finally demanded 
a statement from the bosses showing 
exactly what each could do. 
They 


were not prepared tor this, and finally, 
after a heated discussion, the confer- 
ence adjourned, to meet Saturday at 
ten o'clock. 


Five thousand men employed by the 


Fairbank Canning Company have an- 
nounced their determination to strike 
Monday for eight hours. The coopers 
employed there have already quit. 


The report that the Union bakers are 


about to go on a strike is declared to- 
night to be untrue, as also is the report 
that there is great dissatisfaction among 
the lumber shovers. 


The Garden City Springs Works com- 


promised with their men to-day by 
granting them an eight-hour day with 
nine hours' pay, and the Morgan tjlaih, 
Door and Blind Company, nettled with 
their employes on a similar basis. 


The strike at Maxwell Brothers' boj- 


factory was settled by the emplcyet 
agreeing to coniider the grievances of 
their employes at an early date. They 
are now working eight hours. Op to 
midnight no reports of trouble on the, 
"Black Road" district has been rej 


eeived. 


SentlbLe Advice irom Powderly. 


BOSTOJT, MayS.—There is absolutely 


no change in the labor situation iri tola 
city so far as the carpenters are con- 
cerned. It is estimated that 1,200 men 
were at work 
yesterday under the 


eight-hour system, 
which has been 


adopted by many firms outside the 
Builders' Association. The building la- 
borers held a meeting last night and 
voted to give the master builders until 
next Wednesday to comply with their 
demand for twenty-five cents per hour. 
It this is not granted they will probably 
strike on the following day. 


In Cambridge last night the striking 


employes of John P. Squire held a large 
meeting and were addresied by a num- 
ber of labor men. A long letter was 
received 
from General Master Work- 


man Powderly, who counseled forbear- 
ance, patience and temperance on the 
part of the men, who were bound to 
win in the end. 


A General Strike Feared. 


BOSTON, May 8.—It is now feared 


that there will be a general strike in 
all the building trades, or at least very 
serious disturbance in 
work. 
Some 


time ago the Building Laborers' Union 
asked tho Master Builders' Association 
for a conference with regard to fixing 
wages, no rate having been fixed for 
four years. They asked for twenty- 
five cents an hour, but said nothing 
about the number of hours per day.

The Weak'* Buiineu and tbe Outlook

THE BARROWS LECTURE. 


A Scholarly Eulogy of Samuel 


Adams by a Chicago 


Minister. 


The Young People's Society ot Chris- 


tian Endeavor of the Congregational 
church is doing its part toward raising 
funds to meet the expense of the new 
church now in course of erection. They 
arranged for two lectures at the Baptist 
church. The first was given last night 
by Eev. Dr. J. H. Barrows, the gifted 
pastor of the First Presbyterian church 
at Chicago, who was greeted by an intel- 
ligent and appreciative audience, which 
partly filled the auditorium. The lecturer 
was introduced by H. C. Bchaub, presi- 
dent of the society. Dr. Barrows ap- 
peared m evening dress and spoke with- 
out manuscript or notes. He is past the 
meridian of life but he is strong and vig- 
orous and was perfectly at home on the 
platform. His manner is pleasant, his 
gestures graceful and nis elocution 
admirable. He is a student and a scholar, 
and when aroused is sublimely eloquent. 
The subject of the lecture was Samuel 
Adams, who the lecturer in the outset 
declared was the real father of his coun- 
try, as 33 years before the signing of the 
declaration of independence he begun 
his battle for American independence 
when he delivered hu oration at Harvard 
College He took this stand when Wash- 
ington and Patrick Henry were idling 
young men with no thought of the ways 
and means of escaping the tyranny and 
injustice of England. Sam Adams was 
the poor man orator and the greatest 
leadei of town meetings the speaker had 
ever known. He understood men thor- 
oughly and believed in their good com- 
mon eense. His influence over men was 
wonderful, and again and again he spoke 
to the people in the trying times before 
the Revolution in Faneuil Hall and the 
Old South Church, Boston. His motto 
m those days was "Form a revolution 
and sign the declaration of independ- 
ence,' and it was through the active, 
tireless energy of this hero that a public 
sentiment waa aroused in the colonies 
which brought about our independence. 
He was the molder of the principle of 
freedom of which Washington was the 
executive 
Samuel Adams was born in 


1722 and died in 1803 at the ripe age of 
81. The reporter found it vastly more 
agreeable to listen to Dr. Barrows than 
to jot down notes of the lecture. It was 
a history of the leader of the agitation in 
Massachusetts for independence, his 
bravery, his eloquence and logic, his fear- 
less advocacy ot the nghc on all occasions 
and hie final triumph at Philadelphia in 
1776, 
when by his strategy the Colonial 


Congress remained 
in session 
long 


enough to sign the declaration. The 
lecturer s eulogy of America's hero was 
noble and grand and was a fitting close 
to a highly entertaining and instructive 
address.

A tale of shipwreck in the southern 


eeae of Save Islanders and the romance 
of a modern Robinson Crusoe is what 
Capt. William Gooding tells.

He and his crew had been given 
up for dead, and the first intelligence 
that they were still alive was received 
about two weeks ago. Their escape from 
death by the wreck and from the savages 
makes an interesting story. 


The stanch American bark sailed from 


New Castle, New South Wales, on March 
17 for Hong Kong. On April 9 she en- 
countered a gale und was t-arrieil ashore 
on Susanne reef, near Poscat Island, ona 
of the CUroIinas. A very high wind was 
blowing at the time and the surf was, 
running high. The vessel commenced to 
go to pieces soon after she btruck. Noth- 
ing was saved from tlie ve»,p/ but one 
chronometer. Tlie crew escaped in one 
of one of tlie ship's boats, ainl managed 
with great difficulty to reach a small 
islet to the northward. From this islet, 
after tlie storm had subsided, they made 
the island of Poseat, which is inhabited 
by fierce savages. 


As the l>oat approached the island a 


fleet of canoes put off from tlie shore. 
There were about thirty canoes with 
Jght or ten men in each, ull armed with 
inives and spears. Some of the savages 
n their eagerness jumped overboard and 
swam to the boat, eacli with a long 
wicked knife held between his teeth. 
The first savages reached the boat, 
clambered in until the boat was nearly 
swamped, then they began to strip the 
sailors of their coats and outer garments, 
throwing the garments aboard their own 
canoes. 
The men were soon despoiled of 


everything but their undershirts. 
Then 


.lie whole fleet drew in towards the 
and. 
The savages all this time had 


tept up a tremendous din of shouting 
and singing, and the crowd of women 
and children on the shore were dancing 
and jumping about with shouts and 
;riea. The sailors exprcted no better 
reatment than to be killed and eaten, 
>ut as they learned afterward, the na- 
ives of this island are not cannibals. 


While the shipwrecked crew were 


itaiulimr surrounded by the noisy crowd, 
a man, dressed as -all the others, with 
jnly u cloth about his hips, came for- 
vard and spoke to them in English. 
He 


;ave Ins name as Charles Irons, an 
inglishman by birth, and offered to 
ender any assistance possible. It seems 
hat he was left at Poseat liv a trading 
'essel about four years ago, his business 
jeing to represent traders on the C'ocoa- 
iut Islands, but tlie vessel never called 
or Irons since leaving him, and lie had 
.radually assumed tlie habits of tha 
latives. He finally became like them in 
pjwarance and manner. He hail taken 
o himself seven wives, and was regard- 
d by the nati ves as a man of importance, 
•econd only to the chief of the tribe, 
rons had even forgotten many of the 
ominoii details of civilization, but he 
\abofgood service to the castaways — 
,o doubt saving the lives of them all. 


L day or two after landing at Poseat 
Japt. Uooding, who had become un- 
ertam about his reckoning of time, and 
ot knowing exactly whether the day 
vas Thursday rr Friday, asked Irons if 
e knew what day of the week it was. 
rons answered that 
lie did not, and 


nore than that he did not know what 
ear it was. Hu interested himself in 
jehalf of tlie shipwrecked men and hired 


c-anue from the natives. 
Cnjit. Goodirig, Second Mate George W. 
[arrison and one of tho ship'a crew set 
ul ten days after their arrival, leaving 


rest cf tlie men and First Mate Rich- 


rd Watchman—seven men in all—at 
oseat. The captain and his men mado 
leir way from island to island, touch- 
ug at eight different points and making 
tops at each, varying from two days to 
month. They finally arrived at Kuk, 
hero there il a missionary station, 
ere they were cared for by the mission- 


aries and obtained the use of tlie boat be- 


mgiug to the Elation. The missionaries 
id not like to let them have the boat, 
eeause, if deprived of it, they would be 
i;posed to danger of attack from natives 
nd deprived of their only means of 


leaving the island, but finally gave con- 
sent. The missionaries also told them 
that had they come ashore at Poseat with 
any valuables tlie natives would certainly 
have k lied them us they had others. In 
the missionary boat, a stanch center 
boarder, the captain made sail back \n 
Poseat. He then returned with his crew 
to the missionary island. Two months 
later the missionary vessel Morning Star 
arrived and took them all to Honolulu, 
where they arrived Nov. 18. From 
Honolulu Capt. Gooding and part of the 
crew were brought by steamer Australia 
to San Francisco.—Portland (Mo.) Cor. 
8t, Louis Post-Dispatch,
